© storm. From the New Yorn Commen- 
@tat Apventien we copy the annexed 
Sranslation of the observations of the Con- 
stitutionnel of July 21, on the consequen- 
@es of the recent operations. ‘They scem 
to be judicious. The allusion to M. Fos- 
tons mission will be understood, on refer- 
ting to one of the principsl extracts given 
below: 

“At the cdmmencement of June, we saw the 
Russians in echelion on two military lines, 
Which parting from Galais the common centre, 

~ extended, the one perpendicularly to the South 
om Varna and Sizepolis, and the other from the 
merth east to north west on Kalafat; facing 
Widdin. These two lines had no lines of com- 
munication with each other except on the left 
‘bank of the Danube, and also in favour (en 
Saveur) of the corps of observation stationed 
Before Rudschuck, Giurgewo, and the other 
fortified points on that river. But though inde- 
pendent in their movements, they could not aid 
each other in their operations. They were like 
twe armies dependent on their own strength and 
acting separately. The army of the right, under 
the command of Gen. Geismar, seemed to have 
only for ite object to restrain the Pacha of Wid- 
din, and his task was sufficiently troublesome 
@uring the course of the first campaign. The 
army of the lef, directed by the Generalis- 
time Diebitech, was particularly engaged with 
sieges. It was, besides, to support General 
Roth, and keep up a communication with all 
the otcupied points as far as Sizepolis. The 
Terke continued masters of the leh bank of 
the Danube, from Silstria to Widdin. They 
seceived by that river supplies of all kinds for 
their fortresses, whi'e the camp at Choumla 
drew them from Sophia by land. Thies position 
Of Schumla, the meridian, (cu/minant) point of 
the whole country, enclosed an army the elite 
of Islam'sm, and might at any moment receive 
reinforcements from the rear. Thence, the Vi- 
sier sont at pleasure detachments to the aid of 
besieged towns: he manwuvred without obsiruc- 
tion, and might disturb the Russians wherever 
thay eppeared, and we have seen him attack 
~ theiy principal line, without their being able to 
foresee that movement, which General Diebitech 
rendered so fatal to their Vizier. The advan- 
tage at the beginning of June was, then, entire- 
ly on the side of the Mussulmane. Impregnable 
in their entrenchments, unrivalled in the defence 
of walls, resting upon the chain of the Hemus, 
what reason they had for security, if the or- 
dere of the Sultan hed not compelled them into 
the field! ‘The attitude of the Russians was far 
from being as encouraging. Svatte:ed in an intfini- 
ty of posts, the communication botween which 
was difficult, established in ruined places, and 
living from day to day on rations brought with 
great trouble and great expense, they were ex- 
posed to the maladies and imtomperature of the 
@easons. Carrying on sieges and the ravages of 
Wie climate decimated them. What had they 
ect to dread, if this state of things was prolong 
ed, and the enemy menacing them every where, 
showed himee!f no where? A single day has ro- 
versed the relative situations of the parties. The 
Turks have lost all confidence by the dispersion 
@f theirs best troops; and tho surrender of Silis- 
tria, which has been the first consequence of 
athe defeat of the Lith June, by enabling General 
Diebitech to cause Rasgrad to be occupied, by 
which be commands the approaches to Choum- 
Ja, hae rendered unavoidable the submission of 
Redechuck, Giurgevo, &e. in «a short tine, 
These places are deprived of all hope of fresh 
supplies from the side of Choumla, from whieh 
they Gad themselves separated; and besides, the 
Grand Vizier bas no longer that regular army from 
which he detached strong bodies to support them. 
The passage of the Danube by Gen. Geiemar, 
and the eccupation of Rachora (Orchawa) by 
hls troops, has hed tho double result of inter- 
eapting the course of that river and of shutting 
ep te the weet, by starving them, the fortresses 
on the river which the Turks yet hold. It must 
ghee be observed that if this Gencral has receiv- 
4 feinforceomenis, which the course taken by 
him in crosang the Danube, leads us to conjec- 
Gare, it will be possible for him to cut off the 
geute of the convoys from Sophia for Choumla, 
and put himself ia communication with the body 
hich will bave occupied Raegrad.

How can we conceive | 
that he would feel justified, whatever may have | 
been hie losses, in surrendering euch a post as 
Choumla’ It 1 more natural to suppose that 
General Diebitach has endeavoured to ascertain 
the moral effect produced in that place by his 
victory, and to obtain information as to the 
number of forces collected there by the Vizier 
A pretext for making such observations was 
naturally founded in the propositions with which 
counsollor Fonton was charged; while the desire 
to make them might be the veriable motive for 
his mission. From thie moment the war must 
take a decided character. The Russian reserves 
are moving to join the active columns; nothing 
ean prevent tle passage of the Balkan, if it has 
been resolved on at St. Petersburg. Thus vanish 
the delusions founded on the ref introduced 
into the Ottoman military system. Our admira- 
tion must Cease at their resistance, which hes 
been naturally such as comported with the genius 
of that people, as long as they could keep be- 
hind their entrenchments, Their exhibition in 
the open plain has shown their weakness as tac- 
tcians, which is entirely distinct from their per- 
sonal bravery—a quality not denied to them, but 
which constitutes in fact their sole appanege.*’ 


A violent philippic, by the Pants Quofi- 
dicnne, ngainst the government and people 
of the United States, on account of the 
resolutions passed at meetings respecting 
claims on France, is sharply reproved by 
the editors of the Journal du Commerce; 
who add, however, “ As to those claims 
thomselves, we believe with that Journa!, 
that the new Envoy of the United States, 
Mr. Rives, will soon satisfy himself that they 
are not admissible, and that if Mr. Brown 
has failed to have them acknowledged, it 
has not been for lack of zeal in behalf of 
his countrymen.” Mr. Brown expected to 
embark for New Yorx on the 10th of this 
inonth; having been detained by the ill 
health of his lady. 














The Loxpon papers are busy with re- 
ports of expected changes in the ministry, 
the variety of which proves that none of 
them are entitled to attention; except, per- 
haps, as showing the prevalence of discon- 
tent. It is said that the King's aversion to 
Ear. Grey has been vanquished, and that 
the Whigs are to come in—that the E.prx 
influence is to prevail;—that the Duke of 
Cumaercanp is resolved not to leave Exe- 
ann till he has forced out Lord Weuttne- 
Ton;—-that the latter means to reinforce 
hinself by the re-admission of Mr. Husxts- 
sox;—that Mr. Husxissox, on the other 
hand, has declared his resolution not to 
serve again under a chief who once cashier- 
ed #0 unceremoniously. Accorid- 
ing to the Sranxparp, nearly all these re- 
ports concur in one point; the sacrifice of 
Mr. Pent to either his old enemies or his 
old friends. ‘The King is said to look with 
unfriendly eyes on all who aided the passage 
of the Emancipation Bill, and to have ne- 
glected, ata late levee, the Catholic lords, 
| Nonroik and Jenxtvoman,

ties, his Majesty has so conducted hinself 
as either to give hopes to the opponents of 
the Administration, or at least not to de- 
atroy the hopes previously entertained. A 
spirited monarch would have considered 
ithe Duke of Wruntxneron aa a faithful ser- 


} vant of the Crown, determined to obtain for 
| it that share of the government of the coun 
try to which, by the Constitution, it is en 
utled. But bis Majesty, it would appear, 
does not understand this policy, ‘The ques 
tion is, then, whether the Duke will be able 
to support himself on the mere strength of 
his popularity with the country, the conse- 
quence of the general belief ia his honesty 
and disinterestedness; or whether he will be 
under the necessity of throwing himself into 
the arms of one of the two great parties in 
Parliament. tf his Majesty were able to 
see with his own eyes and without party 
spectacles, he could not fail to discern the 
danger which lurks in the advice to throw 
Mr. Peel overboard. Who, after such an 
example, would dare to yield to circumstan- 
ees’? Theo war of factions must become a 
war ad internecionem. Put though it may 
be the interest of a party to punish all de- 
fections fiom its ranks, it never can be the 
interest of the Crown to throw difficulties in 
the way of transitions from ono party to 
another, The punishment of Mr. Peel for 
supporting the Minister in an emergency 
would deserve to be stigmatized as the 
height of baseneas. ‘The Duke of Welling- 
ton could never hold up his head after sa. 
ertficing Me. Peel, and be would deserve to 
be universally deserted.” 

The Moanixe Cugosscis speaks of Lord 
Weetttxeton's health as very precarious; 
affirming that the Inte seasion has donc more 
than ten campaigns to break down his con- 
stitution; and adding, “ the Duke hes fre- 
quently becn heard to speak in terms rather 
alarming of Ine consciousness of increasing 








infirmity." His Grace, if we are not mis- 


taken, cntered his sixty fiset rear on the first 
of last May. 

The Covnser, having got rid of the Ca- 
thelic question, has resumed its old tone as 
a staunch vindieator of tho ministry. The 
following are the remarks of its editor on 
the reports above alluded to, and the sug- 
gestion that Lord WeutixoTton looks to the 
post of Rann, in cose of the King's 
death:—“ Th» syetem of daring and wa- 
founded assertions which received a tempo- 
rary check from om late exposure of its 
origin and motives, is now renewed with 
fresh ardor and activity. This does not 
surprise us, Whew truth can inflict no in- 
jury on an individual or a Government, it is 
natural for the enemies of both to have re- 
course to falschood. And when even false- 
hoéd can fisien no hold upon character and 
conduct, it must necessarily change its tac- 
tics and seck some vulnerable point. This 
has accordingly heen done, and the imdivi- 
duals marked out for hostility will think it 
no smal! compliment to find that their health 
has been exclusively selected as the object 
of misrepresentation. Health, indeed, is 
vulnerable enough. But we are happy to 
state, that in none of the instances so indus- 
triously brought forward, end se ly 
deplored, is there any cause or 
sympathy. We shall not, therefore, Under- 
take to refute the inferences drawn from the 
fatal influenza suppesed to have fallen sud- 
denly upon the constitutions of public men. 
We shall not discuss the ‘ Regency Ques- 
tion,’ or the ‘expected changes in the Ad- 
ministration,’ when strength and excellency 
of life announce that no Minor will come to 
the Throne, and when health of body and 
energy of mind inake it equally evident that 
no physical infirmity will impair the power 
or shorten the existence of a united Admi- 
nistration. We should not even have no- 
ticed these reports—the renewed attempts 
of a defeated enemy—if a respectable con- 
temporary had not called for this contradic- 
tion, * lest they should injure the interests of 
the country at home and abroad.’ This 
contradiction we now give them, It ts full— 
it is explicit—let it be final.” 





FALL OF SILISTRIA. 

The Russian troops are marching on, “ con- 
quering and to conquer.’’ An early consequence 
of the defeat of the Grand Vizier, has been the 
fall of the important fortress of Silistria, which 
so completely withstood the prowess and bafiled 
the ekill of the Muscovite during the last cam- 
paign. The capitulation did not take place until 
the last moment of fruitless resistance had ar- 
rived; for after a succession of sallies, and fierce 
attacks of the besiegers, in which the besieged 
were always repulsed, the Turks surrendered 
only as the Russians were on the point of enter- 
ing by a breach opened through the walls of the 
fortress. The following are all the particulars 
we have as yot received of this important event: 

Intelligence of the capture of Silistria was 
tranemitted by pa ges from Strasbourg to 
Paris on Friday night. The Augsburgh Gazette, 
which reached us yesterday, contams the fol- 
lowing Bulletin, dated Bucharest, July 2, re- 
ceived by express:—** At this moment a courier, 
sent off from Silistria by Lt. Gen. Krassowsky, 
has arrived with the intelligence of that place 
having fallen under the victorious attacks of the 
Russians. The Turkish garrison, who after an 
obstinate resistance, had heen reduced to the 
last extremity, have surrendered themselves pri- 
soners of war. The garrison consisted of 10,000 
men, exclusive of the inhabitants. In thie num- 
ber are Hady Acihmet and Sert Mahmoud, both 
three-tailed Pachas, and many other officers. 
The trophies of this victory ara 250 pieces of 
cannon, two horse-tails, upwards of 100 stand 
of colours, the flotilla of the Danube, and a 
great qnantity of ammunition and provision."’ 
The Berlin State Gazette gives the following 
version of this event:—‘* The garrison consisting 
of 8000 men, and the inhabitants in arms, to the 
number of 10,000, are made prisoners of war. 
The Grand Vizier is closely blockaded at Choum- 
la by Gen, Diebitsch.’’—A letter of the 11th 
inst., from Vienna, says, upon the same subjoct: 
**T hasten to inform you that we have just re- 
ceived advices of the capture of Silistria, which 
surrendered by capitulation to the Russian army 
on the 30th of June. The surrender of this for- 
trees is an event of high unportance, as it will 
hasten, and render almost certain, the fall of 
Giurgevo and Routshouk. Thus, with the ex- 
ception of Widden, against which undoubtedly 
fiesh efforts will be suceessively directed, the 
whole line of the Danube is secured to the 
Russians as the bases of their future operations, 
and the war will, as it were, cease to have Bulga- 
ria for ita theatre. If it be continued, then it will 
be carried into the heart of the empire in Ro- 
mela. Choumla is not the only passage across 
the Balkan open to the Russians. The road 
from Sophia to Philoppolis does not present the 
same ditheulties; and besides, by leaving Choum- 
1+, with its reduced garrison, to be observed by 
a numerous corps, several other roads open the 
plain of Adrianople to the Russians. The ques- 
tron now is, whether the fall of Silistria will in- 
duce the Porte to accede to the propositions of 
Russia, and, if he still refuses, whether Turkey 
may look for the succour of any European 
Power."’ 

The Conatitutionnel of the 2ist June, after 
mahiag a summary of the state of affairs in the 
east, comes to the conclusion that the Turke 
have lost the advantage they gained in the carly 
part of the contest; and that the hopes founded 
on the military system of the Ottomans have en- 
tively vanished. The Turks have lost all con- 
fidence by the dispersion of their troops and the 
taking of Silatria. 

From this time the war must take a very de- 
cisive character. The Russian reserves have 
been put im motion to join the active columns 
and nothing can prevent the passage of the Bal- 
kan if it has been resolved at Petersburgh. A 
eingle day has turned the tables. The Turks 
have lest all confidence by the dispersion of the 
corp d'elite. The surrender of Silstria, which 
is the first consequence of the defeat of the Lith 
June, im permitting Gen. Diesbitch to occupy 
Rargrad, from whenee he commands Schumia,

The Journal of St. Petersburgh of the 28th 
of June, gives an account of an attempt made by 
the Turke, to make themselves masters of a po- 
sition occupied by the Russians ——— the in- 
trenched camp of Wagerob, which the enem 
occupied in the inaccessible defiles on the ban 
of the Danube in Little Wallachia. The Turks, 
2000 strong, were re in three attacks, and 
then charged with the bayonet. They lost 200 
men. 

Direct accounts from the heed quarters of the 
Russian army, go mach farther than the officiel 
bulletins in their account of the complete rout 
which the Grand Vizier's army sustained on the 
11th, and during his subsequent retreat. These 
disasters had prepared the Turkish Government 
to hear of the fall of Silistria, as we learn from 
advices dated Constantinople, June 26. It is 
stated under the same date, that the Ottoman 
Government takes great care to impress upon 
the minds of the Turks the high importance it 





attaches to the return of the French and English 
Ambassadors, in order to remove the effect pro- 
duced by the unfavourable intelligence from the 
theatre of war. Still, however the Ambassadors 
have not yet had an official interview with the 
Reis Effendi, but have endeavoured to have a 

fid ding with him upon the 
object of their mission. In this manner they 
have learned that the Porte will not negotiate 
upon the basis of the Protocol signed at London 
and especially upon the article which requires 
the ext of the frontie:s of Greece from the 
Gulf of Volo to that of Arta; so that they al- 
ready foresee great difficulties in the way of ex- 
ecuting their mission. The Turkish fleet return- 
edon the 16th from its last cruize, without 
meeting the enemy, and is now at anchor at the 
Bosphorus. The French and English subjects at 
Constantinople have returned under the protec- 
tion of their tive Amb d The Sul- 
tan continues at Terapia. The most profound 
tranquility prevails in the Turkish capitol, and 
the Sultan proceeds in all his enterprizes with 
profound judgment and energy, which gain him 
the greatest respect both of his own countrymen 
and of foreigners. He justly deserves a place 
among the great men of his ag>. 


It was stated from Bucharest, June 26, that 
the accumulation of the sick and wounded in the 
Russian nenghals at Braila, Thirsova, and Kal- 
larasch, renders the contagious disease that pre- 
vails there extremely obstinate. It appears that 
the remedies hitherto applied have been merely 
experiments, which have been attended with 
but little success. According to advices from 
Kallarasch, the Grand Viaier has sent two 
Turkish deputies of high rank to Gen. Diebitsch. 
Since their arrival at the Russian camp, a ru- 
mour prevailed that an armistice is negociating, 
which, however, does not appear very proba- 
ble. Giurgevo is still blockaded; but nothing 
very important has taken place. 

Among the causes which have always trou— 
bled the Turkish empire, and increased its 
weakness, must be reckoned the divisions be— 
tween the several Pachas, and the jealousies 
which they inspire. It is stated that the rea— 
son which has hindered the Pacha of Egypt 
from sending troops into Armenia, is not only 
the plague, but the manifest intention of the 
Pacha of St. Jean d’Acre to oppose the pas— 
sage of the Egyptian troops. 

It is stated, from Odessa, June 25th, that 
the news that General Diebitech has sent Mr. 
Forton tothe Grand Vizier is confirmed, Some 
think he is commissioned to propose terms of 
peace, Count Diebitech having full powers 
from the Emperor to negotiate. Othors, however, 
say that he is only sent to summon Choumla 
to surrender. 

Berlin, July 3.—Letters from the theatre 
of war, represont the events near Choumla, in 
a manner perfectly in accordance with the Rus— 
sian Official Bulletins.

ANOTHER RUSSIAN VICTORY! 

The Tureo-London papers received by the 
William Byrnes, gave e rumour ofa Turkish vic- 
tory over General Paskevitech, commanding the 
army on the Asiatic side of the Euxine. And 
the rumour was published by the Courier and 
Enquirer yesterday asa positive fact.— What 
sort of a victory it was, will be seen by the

RUSSIAN BULLETIN. 

General Count Paskevitsch, of Erivan, gives 
the following account of an affair which took 
place on the 18th of May, near the village of 
Tsurtskab, between the detachment of Major- 
General Burzoff, and the numerous militia of 
Achmet Khan:— 

Major-General Prince Bebutoff, having ascer- 
tai that the enemy intended to attack the 
fortress of Achalzich, with a considerable force 
which the Khan had assembled in the Sandshak 
of Patshof, resolved on sending Major-General 
Burzoff against him, in order, if possible, to dis- 
perse his troops, and wg By the enter- 
prise against Achalzich. . Burzoff imme- 
diately set off in search of the enemy, at the 
head of ten companies of infantry, five light field 
pieces, and 200 cossacks; on the way he learned 
that Achmet Khan, in expectation of reinforce- 
ments, had thrown himself into the Christian 
villages of the Sandshak of Ardaghan, in search 
of plunder. This induced the General to direct 
his march towards the village of Tsurtskab, 
——- which it was necessary that the Turks 
should return, and where, on his arrival there 
on the following morning, he found the whole of 
the enemy’s forces united. Notwithstanding 
the great superiority of the force opposed to him, 
and the advantageous position occupied by that 
force, the General deemed it more advisable to 
venture an attack than to retreat upon Achal- 
zich; he, accordingly, advanced, and drove the 
enemy, at the point of the bayonet, from one 
height to another, close up to the village itself, 
which being defended by a wooden fortification, 
our party were obliged te make a halt at a die- 
tance of about 100 fathoms from the same.— 
Hereupon Achmet Khan attacked us with the 
whole of his forces, consisting of about 5,000 
infantry, without reckoning cavalry, but was 


soon repulsed, and forced, after suffering consi- 
derable | to seek shelter again behind his 
works.

Taking advantage of this victory, 
General Burzoff set fire to those villages, the in- 
habitants of which had shown themselves hos- 
tile, and laid waste the whole neighbourhood, 
from which the enemy had previously drawn the 
resources necessary to enable him to make in- 
cursions into the Sandshake occupied by our 
troops. 





The departure of Count Nesselrode for Tulc- 
zin was considered in Poland as confirming the 
rumor that the Emperor was about to repair to 
Jasay, and even to the head quarters of Die- 
bitech. It was also supposed that he was really 
engaged in the deration of opening pacific 
negociations with the Porte. There was a ru- 
mor at Berlin on the 13th July, that an ambas- 
sador extraordinary had been despatched to Con- 
stantinople to carry the Emperor's ultimatum. 
The secret departure of General Muffling gave 
countenance tothe rumor. His destination was 
said to be Vienna and Constantinople; and it was 
rumored that Prussia would appear the 
scene as meditatrix between the belligerents. 








The Loadon Courier, which hes been an un- 
believer in the accounts of Russian successes 
during the campeign, at length ‘‘gives it 
up,’ as follows:— 

** Private letters have been received th 
Vienna from the seat of war, which represent 
the advantages gained by the Russians of a 
most ii ant, if mot decisive nature. 
also state that the garrison of Choumla only 
consiated of 10,000 troops, and that the Grand 
Vizier did not bring back more than 2 or 300 
men to that place with him. This is evidently 
exaggerated; for the Russian Official Bulletins 
themselves do not account for a greater loss on 
his part of 7000 at the utmost, out of an arm 
of 35,000 men. If he re-entered Choumla wit 
only 300, he must, therefore, have left a portion 
of the rest encamped before the town, or lodged 
within the redoubts by which it is surrounded. 
As his troops retreated in separate bodies and 
different directions, time must also be allowed 
for their return and concentration; and even of 
those who dispersed themselves amidst the moun- 
tains, great numbers would probably find their 
way back to Choumla. However, the victory is 
certainly one of importance."’
